“RIGHT TO SECEDE.” 

‘Mr. De Valera’s reply dated from the office of the President, Dublin 
Mansion House and described as an oficial translation, apparently from 
the Gaelic, confirms the opinion previously expressed by Mr. Lloyd. George 
that Dail’ Eireann could not and the Irish pedple would not accept the fore- 
going Government proposals, It declares that the stipulations render tae} 
proposals self-contradictory and proceeds ta assert the claim for Irish indepen. 
deace. It says that dominion status for Ireland would be illusory because 
the freedom of dominions is not the result of legal enactments or treaties but 
is due to the immense distances separating them from Britain and making 
English interference impracticable. . 

Most explicit guarantees therefore, "the Dominions* 
acknowledged right to secede,” will be necessary to secure equal freedom 
for Ireland. He and his colleagues would have- been ready to recommend 
a certain treaty of free association with the British commonwealth group 
as with a partial league of nations if assured that it would secure the 
allegiance of the present dissanting minority to meet whose sentiment alone 
this step could be contemplated. He declares readiness to negotiate 
treaties and agreements as regards the mutual limitation of armaments, 
the facilitation of air and railway communications and smooth commercial 
intercourse. Such treaties must first be ratified by the national legislature 
then by the Irish people as a whole. ~

day brought Hong- 
kong yesterday, the sole 
survivor of over thirty souls, the 
most of whom perished when their 
junk was overwhelmed by a typhoon 
Faint for want of nourishment and 
burned almost black by the pitiless 
sun, this one determined little man 
Dever gave up hope until the last 
few minutes of his terrible experience 
when he thought the steamer was 
leaving him to perisa. Unable 
to bear the thought that afer 
all his suffering and endurance, help 
was to come so close only to leave 
bim to a miserable death, he flung 
himself down in the bottom of his 
slender craft and there covered his 
head with a tattered shirt, : 

According to the story he told 
when kindly hands had somewhat 
restored his wasted vigour, his home 
is in the village of Pak Ngo on 
the east coast of the Island of 
Hainan. He sailed as helmsan on a 
trading junk hailing from Hoihuw 
which first called at Singapore and 
then proceeded ta Sarawak without 
incident. Fourteen days after leaving 
fer Hoihow with a cargo of timber, 
the vessel was struck by 2 typhoon 
and foundered with th: crew of 
seventeen and thirteen passengers, 
all of whom ke believes were 
lost at the time. With the aid of 
another man he managed to launch 
a native skiff, not more-than twenty 
feet iong cr three feet high, and 
in this frail craft was rapidly swept 
away from the wreck without either 
food or water for himself or his 
sole companion, Taking turns 
at bailing with an old bucket, 
the only article rescued from the 
wreck—they had no time to seek sail 
or paddles—they managed to keep 
their small boat from being swamped. 
As the day wore on they began to 
feel the first pangs of bunger, and 
later driven to desperation, took to 
eating seaweed gathered as they 
drifted and rain water collected in 
the bottom of the boat. When 
thirteen terrible days under the blaz- 
ing ‘sun and thirteen hopeless nights 
without covering had slowly dragged 
past, the second man who had been 
sinking gradually finally gave way 
under the awful mental and physical 
strain, dyiog where ke lay. Weak 
and exhausted, the sole survivor 
struggled to the other end of 
the narrow boat and at the 
imminent risk of causing an upset, 
cast the body of his dead comrade 
overboard. Three days of terrible 
suffering in solitude followed, and 
then came a passing steamer,—the 
“ Phranang " (Captain R. S. Heaney) 
bound from Saigon to Hongkong. | 
and with it help. 

It was in Lat. 20°, 524 N. Long. 
113°. 23 E. that the steamer’s watch 
reported that a small native canoe 
had been passed. Captain Heaney 
promptly gave the order for the ship 
to return, As-(he steamer neared the 
shallop eager eyes beheld the man 
drag himself into a sitting posture 
and feebly wave his shrunken arms, 
Carefully manceuvring the ship ia the 
monsoon swell, Captain Heaney 
brought her near eaough to’ throw 
a line into the canoe, Ropes were 
then lowered and the second officer, 
Mr. W, R. Reynolds, and the boats- 
wain, at considerable personal risk, 
managed to bring the man aboard. 
After the canoe had been secured 
and slung on to the deck, the steamer

_ PARADOXES OF TRE AIR: 


IMPORTANCE TO. ABROPLANES. 

In the terminology of our ancestors 
the Prince of the Power of the Air 
was the Devil. Sir Napier. Shaw, who 
knows as macy of the secrets of 
mereorology 48 any man, in his Rede 
lecture on” The Air and its Ways,” 
suggested ‘that, however defective 
modern science may find this ancient 
theology, there is good reason for the 
ancestral suspicion of the atmospbere 
The ways of the air, be tells 
us, are. quite ss pecaliar 2s those 
of. the’ Heathen  Chinee, and any 
student of the English climate will 
certainly agree that its ways are 
dark. Sir Napler had a budget of 
paradoxes to. unfold. Air, we learn, 
does not go the way {t is pusbed, not, 
apparently, out of perversity, bat 
from a constitutional tendency to go 
‘off, like an irrelevant orator, at 8 tan 
gent. If pushed north, it poes east; 
if pushed east it goes squth, and to 
make it go north it is necessary to 
‘push west. It defies the principles of 
elementary science which we learnt 
at school:-“if we tell the air that 
warm air rises,” said the lecturer, 
“ir winks an eye and interjectzan 
‘i? and a ‘when.’” These 
many other perplexing habits Sir 
Napier allowed himself. though 2 
man ofescience, to call “conjuring 


tricks,” and“ he camplained that the |! 


air hardly ever fails to produce them. 
This should give us all.a new 
sympathy. with those prophets who 
compose our weather forecasts. Great 
familiarity with a conjurec will hardly 
enable a man to forecast which 
af the tricks in his repertory he wil 
next produce, and the metenrological 
prophet is further handicapped by the 
charce thai the air is not a perfectly 
reliable conjcrer, for ita intended trick 
may fail This, no docbt, lends a 
sporting interest to the composition 
of meteorological srophecy, but, on 
the whole, we incline to think that 
the forecasts must require even 
greater faith and endurance from the 
composers than from those who try 
ta believe in them. Sir Napier 
Staw, however, was not content to 
treat the matter in this rather 
sardonic key. He was prepared to
